Auto Claimed As Trade-in

$3,200 on the form and therefore paid $28 
less in sales taxes, according to County 
Attorney Ron Lahners. 


THe" sales report form itself carries the 


statement, "Under penalties of perjury, I 
declare that I have examined this state- 
ment and it is correct and complete." 


Colin and Meyer, who have not been 


close friends in courthouse circles in re- 
cent years, are telling differing stories 
about the sales tax report. 


Colin contends that the county assessor 


suggested using the trade-in allowance 
for the car and assisted in filing out the 
form. 


Colin, whose no contest plea does not

Two county officials and a nurse were 
arraigned in Lancaster County Court 
Monday on misdemeanor charges stem­ 
ming from filing false sales tax reports. 
County Commissioner Robert E. Colin 
Sr. pleaded no contest to the charge of 
failure to pay almost $80 in state sales tax 
and County Assessor Fritz Meyer pleaded 
not guilty to aiding and abetting in the 
filing of false tax information. 
The charges stemmed from a state 
sales tax report on a car Colin purchased 
in early October. Colin bought the 1975 
car for $6,000 and listed a trade-in value 
of $4,000 for a second car. The second car 
was not used as a trade-in, but was sold 
privately by Colin. The $4,000 trade-in 
deduction saved Colin $79.74. 
Meyer is accused of helping Colin fill 
out the forms. 
Mrs. Judy Frith, of 7100 Old Post Rd„ 
Apt. 16, who purchased the used car from 
Cohn, pleaded guilty to the same charge 
of failure to pay sales tax. She paid $4.000 
for the car, but listed the sales price at 
$3,200 on the form and therefore paid $28 
less in sales taxes, according to County 
Attorney Ron Lahners. 
The sales report form itself carries the 
statement, "Under penalties of perjury. I 
declare that I have examined this state­ 
ment and it is correct and complete.” 
Cohn and Meyer, who have not been 
close friends in courthouse circles in re­ 
cent years, are telling differing stories 
about the sales tax report. 
Cohn contends that the county assessor 
suggested using the trade-in allowance 
for the car and assisted in filing out the 
form. 
Cohn, whose no contest plea does not 
admit any guilt, said that Meyer gave him 
"the impression this was the procedure 
used all the time in this type of transac­ 
tion.” 
The distinctions between the trade-in 
and the private sale of a car are not wide­ 
ly known, according to Cohn’s attorney, 
Robert C. Guenzel. 
"It is unfortunate that the statute is 
written in the way it is and it constitutes a 


violation,” Guenzel told Judge Jeffre 
Cheuvront. 
Cohn, who paid the additional taxes 
before the arraignment, said he pleaded 
no contest "because I don't feel in my 
mind that I am guilty.” 
But Meyer called Cohn’s statements on 
the incident "just a bunch of lies," 
Meyer, who was informed late Sunday 
that he would be charged, said he merely 
used his office calculator to do some 
calculations for Cohn. 


"I did not advise him. He came into the 
office and asked me for some help in 
calculating,” Meyer said Monday. The 
forms were filled out in Meyer's office, 
he verified. 
Meyer said the "lies" were typical of 
the current courthouse situation where 
no one is friendly anymore. For several 
years elected county officials have been 
at odds with the county commissioners 
over the County Board's plans to con­ 
solidate county government and thus 
eliminate some elected positions. 
"I really feel sorry for him,” said 
Meyer about Cohn. "He’s dumb. He’s so 
dumb he wouldn't know enough to pour 
the sand out of his boot.” 
Cohn agreed that hes abound in the 
courthouse. "It’s getting so you have to 
hire an attorney to go over anything that 
another county official suggests.” Cohn 
said. 


The specific statute covering sales tax 
reporting also carries a felony violation. 
The felony charge involves “ wilfully” 
violating the law, according to the state 
statutes. And conviction of a felony 
charge could be grounds for removal 
from elected office, County Attorney 
Lahners verified. 
The misdemeanor charges were 
chosen, Lahners said, "because I didn't 
think they fit into the felony category.” 
The misdemeanor charges against the 
three individuals carry a maximum $500 
fine, 
Cohn and Mrs, Frith will be sentenced 
Monday at 2 p.m. and Meyer's trial was 
scheduled for a Dec. 2 docket call in coun­ 
ty court. 


Fo o d Price s De p e n d On Big If 
Washington (UPI) — Consumers can 
expect continued but slower food pnce 
increases through the first half of 1976 
and might see prices turn down late in the 
year if farmers around the world get big 
crops, Agriculture Department analysts 
said Monday. 
But for the next decade or more, a 
department expert warned, consumers 
will have to hve with "instability” in 
which changes in the weather can send 
severe price shock waves through the 


food economy. 
Kenneth R. Farrell of the USDA s 
Economic Research Service said retail 
food prices which jumped 14,5% in 1973 
and 1974 and 9% this year, probably will 
rise through the first half of 1976 at an an­ 
nual rate of 4 to 5%. 
Farrell refused to make any forecasts 
for the second half of 1976 because 
prospects depend almost entirely on next 
year's crops "and it would serve no useful 
purpose to speculate. ”

Cleaver.39, faces parole violation 
charges His parole from an assault con­ 
viction was canceled following a gun bat­ 
tle between police and blacks in Oakland 
Cahf. 
In a statement read to newsmen at his 
lawyer s office, Cleaver explained his 
decision this way: 
"A new situation now exists in the 
United States The war in Vietnam is 
over. The status and condition of black 
people has undergone a fundamental 
change for the better The American peo­ 
ple have been shocked into objectivity 
and vigilance by the exposure of the 
massive, systematic and conspiratorial 
subversion of their democratic rights. 
"In such a situation. I believe 1 can 


receive a fair and objective determination 
of my case in court. Therefore, I am 
returning tomorrow to have my day in 
court.” 
Speaking easily and with humor, 
Cleaver did not explicitly say he expected 
to go to prison, but recognized that he 
was a fugitive, "I think I’ll be questioned 
and possibly detained,” he added. 
Cleaver received a one-way U.S. travel 
document earlier in the day from William 
Krug, a vice consul at the American Em­ 
bassy, The black leader said his lawyers 
had been in contact with federal and 
California officials and that he expected 
there will be people” — he did not 
explain who — on the plane with him. 


Cleaver, who is the author of radical 
pamphlets and the book "Soul on Ice,” 
fled the United States in 1968 He has 
lived m Cuba, Algeria and France and has 
been the guest of a number of leftist 
regimes.

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U.S., France Sign Currency Agreement 
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RAMBOUILLET, France (AP) - 


The United States and France have 
signed an agreement that promises to 
end a long-standing monetary dispute 
between the two naUons over currency 
exchange rates, American officials dis- 
closed Monday. 


The document signed at the end of a 


three-day meeting of leaders of six 
nations is aimed at ending currency 
fluctuations that occur without 
"underlying economic reason," 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
told reporters on the plane back to 
Washington. 


Without revealing specific details of 


the agreement, Simon expressed hoce it 
will lead to a 20-country agreement to 


monitor currency exchange rates on a 
daily basis and intervene to stablilize 
them when necessary. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


told reporters that the monetary agree- 
ment was "perhaps the single most 
significant" outcome of the Ram- 
boutllet summit. 


Kissinger said it should "put an end 


to a debate of years" between long- 
standing French preferences for fixed 
currency exchange rates and U.S. 
adherence to rates that fluctuate in ac- 
cord with supply and demand in inter- 
national money markets.

were ahead. They bought bread for the 
equivalent of 24 cents a loaf "and in 
New York it costs a dollar,"' he said.

achievements should help all six nations 
with more jobs, less inflation and a 
greater sense of economic security. 


In his separate statement, Ford said: 


"Perhaps our most important ac- 
complishment ... has been our recogni- 
tion that the objective of sustained, 
stable economic growth will be 
facilitated by our common efforts." 


The leaders of the United States, 


France, Germany, Britain, Japan and 
Italy appeared together before 
newsmen at the Rambouillet city hall, a 
three-story stone building that was a gift 
from Napoleon to the citizens of Ram- 
bouillet nearly 170 years ago. 


Although they spelled out scarcely 


any details of their agreements in their 
"Declaration of Rambouillet," they 
said the success of their talks "will 
strengthen, indeed is essential to 
democratic societies everywhere." 


As expected, they agreed that "erratic 


fluctuations" in currency exchange 
rates should be smoothed over by 


monetary authorities. In the United 
States, that would be Chairman Arthur 
F. Burns of the Federal Reserve Board. 


The six leaders also agreed that work 


at the all-but-stalemated world trade 
negotiations in Geneva should be 
speeded up, and they set 1977 as the 
target date for completion of the 
negotiations. 


In doing this, they adopted most of 


the goals Ford had urged in discussions 
Sunday, including substantial tariff 
reductions and even elimination of 
some tariffs; significantly expanded 
agricultural trade, and reduced non- 
tariff measures. 


"Growth and price stability will be 


fostered by maintenance of an open 
trading system," they said. 


But there was no mention of Ford's 


call for support for a minimum import 
price for world oil, or Kissinger's 
proposal to continue the work of the 
summit with periodic meetings of 
finance ministers. 


Despite the pledges of cooperation, it 


can only be determined with the 
passage of time whether anything of 
real substance was achieved during the 
talks.

Bangkok, Thailand (UPI) - 


Communist gunners from Laos 
sank a Thai gunboat on the 
Mekong River border Monday, 
touching off the most serious 
fighting between the two coun- 
tries in recent years. 


A fierce exchange of fire 


across the sensitive river line 
continued after dark, involving 
tanks, artillery and helicopters. 


Thai border police helicopter 


gunships joined the fight on their 
side of the Mekong, 25 miles 
northwest of the Laotian capital 
of Vientiane, firing at Pathet 
Lao troops inside Laos, field 
reports said. 


Thailand moved army troops 


and armored personnel carriers 
into the battle zone to back its 
police helicopters and sailors. 


Reports from the scene said 


Pathet Lao tanks, guns and 
troops had been moved into the 
area. 


A Thai navy spokesman said 


one Thai sailor was killed in the 
initial shooting and promised 
retaliation with "the strong 
possible measures." 


Very few civilians live in the 


area of the fighting, the reports 
said. 


Since the Pathet Lao took over 


control of Laos last summer, 
there have been frequent but 
brief battles across the Mekong. 


Communists Declare 


ROME (AP) - The French 


and Italian Communist Parties, 
the biggest in the West, on Mon- 
day declared the right of every 
nation to choose its political and 
social system without outside in- 
terference. 


The statement was seen as an 


attempt by party leaders to 
divorce the Italian and French 
Communists from hardliners in 
their own ranks and in the 
Kremlin. 


After a two-day meeting, 


French leader Georges Marchais 
and Italian Enrico Berlinguer 
jointy pledged their parties "will 
always respect the verdict of un- 
iversal suffrage." 


They pledged allegiance to the 


Western parliamentary system, 
saying they wanted to achieve 
power through the ballot box 
and, if voted out, would 
relinquish it. 


"The two parties hold that in 


relations among all states the 
right of all people to decide in 
sovereign manner their own 
political and social regimes must 
be guaranteed," they said. 


They specifically attacked 


' the pretension of American im- 
perialism to insert itself in the 


life of people" as they came out 
"against all foreign in- 
terference." 


The two parties called 


themselves "the Communist 
Parties of capitalist Europe." 


Separately, the two parties 


have often stressed their in- 
dependence from the Kremlin, 
but this was the first time they 
adopted a joint strategy. 


The Italians leveled sharp 


criticism at Moscow for the inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia in 1968 
while the French, considered 
more Moscow-oriented than the 
Italians, stood aloof from sup- 
port. 


When Moscow refused to per- 


mit dissident physicist Andrei 
Sakharov to leave the Soviet 
Union to receive his Nobel 
Peace Prize, the Italian party 
organ L'Unita said the refusal 
"confirms the existence of an 
unresolved problem in the inter- 
nal life of the Soviet state: the 
problem of dissent." 


After the U.N. General 


Assembly voted last week to 
equate Zionism with racism, the 
Italian party's opposition to the 
resolution was a direct split with 
Moscow. The French straddled 


the issue, saying opposition to 
Zionism was not the same as ad- 
vocating the destruction of the 
Israeli state. 


The Italian Communist Party 


came within two percentage 
points of the dominant Christian 
Democrats, obtaining 33% of 
votes in regional elections last 
summer. Its strength of 1.7 
million is up almost 100,000 in a 
year. 


There are about 450,OOU 


French party members. The 
Communist share of votes has 
slipped a few percentage points 
to about 20% in recent elections.

ROME (AP) - The French 
and Italian Communist Parties, 
the biggest in the West, on Mon­ 
day declared the right of every 
nation to choose its political and 
social system without outside in­ 
terference.

After a two-day meeting, 
French leader Georges Marchais 
and Italian Enrico Berlinguer 
jointy pledged their parties "will 
always respect the verdict of un­ 
iversal suffrage.” 
They- pledged allegiance to the 
Western parliamentary system, 
saying they wanted to achieve 
power through the ballot box 
and, if voted out, would 
relinquish it. 
“The two parties hold that in 
relations among all states the 
right of all people to decide in 
sovereign manner their own 
political and social regimes must 
be guaranteed,” they said. 
They specifically attacked 
"the pretension of American im­ 
perialism to insert itself in the 


life of people" as they came out 
“ against all foreign in­ 
terference.” 
The two 
parties called 
themselves “ the Communist 
Parties of capitalist Europe.” 
Separately, the two parties 
have often stressed their in­ 
dependence from the Kremlin, 
but this was the first time they 
adopted a joint strategy. 
The Italians leveled sharp 
criticism at Moscow for the inva­ 
sion of Czechoslovakia in 1968 
while the French, considered 
more Moscow-oriented than the 
Italians, stood aloof from sup­ 
port. 
When Moscow refused to per­ 
mit dissident physicist Andrei 
Sakharov to leave the Soviet 
Union to receive his Nobel 
Peace Prize, the Italian party 
organ L’Unita said the refusal 
“ confirms the existence of an 
unresolved problem in the inter­ 
nal life of the Soviet state: the 
problem of dissent.” 
After the U.N. General 
Assembly voted last week to 
equate Zionism with racism, the 
Italian party’s opposition to the 
resolution was a direct spht with 
Moscow. The French straddled 


the issue, saying opposition to 
Zionism was not the same as ad­ 
vocating the destruction of the 
Israeli state. 


The Italian Communist Party 
came within two percentage 
points of the dominant Christian 
Democrats, obtaining 33% of 
votes in regional elections last 
summer. Its strength of 1.7 
million is up almost 100,000 in a 
year.

diamond has been reweighed with metric 
calibrations and declared heavier than when it 
was last weighed in the 1830s, a Smithsonian 
Institution curator said Monday. 


The Institution, which acquired the dia- 


mond hi 1958, decided to re-examine the 
priceless stone because it is bringing out a 
book about it. 


The gem was taken from its mounting and 


reweighed and measured. Other tests on its 
density were conducted. 


The diamond was found to weigh 45 Vz carats 


instead of 44Va carats,'as it was rated on last 
weighing more than a century ago when it was 


owned by Henry Philip Hope, a London 
banker. 


Not that the diamond has actually gained 


weight. 


At the time it was weighed under the Hope 


ownership, it was calculated in English carats. 
The new measurement is by metric carat, said 
curator Paul Desautels. 


The Smithsonian estimates the diamond has 


been seen by more than 50 million people in 
the United States. 


It is displayed in a specially constructed 


glass-fronted vault in the Hall of Gems at the 
National Museum of Natural History, a part of 
the Institution.

for verbal communication," he 
said, "routine writing moves 
toward simpler forms." 


Winterowd told a news con- 


ference that schools must "get 
back to the basics" of teaching 
writing skills, rather than more 
grammar and punctuation. 


"Spelling, punctuation, verb 


agreement and other such 
matters are basic editing 
abilities," he said. "In the 
sequence of composition and the 
hierarchy of values, writing com- 
es before editing.

Washington (UPI) - The 
women's rights movement won 
another Supreme Court victory 
Monday with the overturning of 
a Utah law that barred un­ 
employment benefits during an 
18-week period at the time of 
childbirth. 
The law presumed that a 
woman would be unable to work 
from the 24th week of pregnancy 
until six weeks after giving birth. 
But the court said in an unsigned 
opinion that some women ob­ 
viously are able to work during 
part of this period. 
Before adjourning until Dec. 
1, the court also agreed to review 
a second case dealing with abor­ 
tions obtained by minors. The 
validity of a Massachusetts law 
requiring the consent of both 
parents will be argued later this 
term along with a challenge to 
Missouri’s much more complex 
abortion statute. 
The court also upheld a 
Medicare law aimed at blocking 
any effort by doctors to use un­ 
justified costly procedures that 
will drive up insurance costs un­ 
der the federal program. 
In two actions in the field of 
school desegregation the court 
affirmed a lower court order 
requiring Wilmington and New 
Castle County, Del., to devise an 
interdistrict plan, and rejected 
efforts to achieve greater 
desegregation in Montgomery, 
Ala., with increased busing and 
wiping out of an essentially 
neighborhood system. 
The court based its action in 
the Utah case on its two-year-old 
ruling that a mandatory materni­ 
ty leave policy for school 
teachers, arbitrarily effective in 


the fifth or sixth month of 
pregnancy, was unconstitutional 
because of differences among in­ 
dividuals. 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union appealed on behalf of 
Mary Ann Turner, who was 
required to stop work against 
her wishes because of pregnan­ 
cy. The Utah Supreme Court up­ 
held the law on the basis of the 
biological differences between 
men and women. 
“She should get (the law) 
amended so that men shared 
equally with women in bearing 
children,” the state court 
remarked. 
The ACLU said 18 other states 
and the District of Columbia 
have statutes with varying kinds 
of disqualifications related to 
pregnancy. They are Alabama, 
Colorado, Delaware, Florida, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Ken­ 
tucky, Missouri, Montana, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee, Texas, Washington, 
West Virginia and Wyoming.

"crimes against nature” is not 
unconstitutionally vague if state 
courts have made clear the par­ 
ticular acts prohibited. 
— Agreed to examine a 
District of Columbia murder 
case where the convicted person 
claimed the prosecutor had 
material favorable to the defen­ 
dant but failed to turn it over, 
although he had not been asked 
for it. 
— Ruled that a defendant’s 
rights not to be tried twice for 
the same crime are not waived 
by a guilty plea.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American teenager’s love affair 
with television and the 
telephone may be hampering the 
ability to communicate through 
writing, according to a 
government-funded study 
released Monday. 
The Education Commission of 
the States said test essays 
written by 80,000 students last 
year showed 13- and 17-year-olds 
fell down in writing English, 
compared with similar tests in 
1970. 


Nine-year-olds improved in 
ability over the four-year period, 
however. 
The commission, which con- 
ducts 
periodic student 
assessments for the U.S. Office 
of Education, said experts are 
suggesting that the written word 
is becoming obsolete as students 
lean more on the spoken word. 
"Business and personal com­ 
munication depends primarily 
on the telephone,” said Ross 
Winterowd of the University of 
Southern California and chair­ 
man of the National Council of 
Teachers of English Committee 
on Composition. 


‘‘With the growing preference 
for verbal communication,” he 
said, “routine writing moves 
toward simpler forms.” 
Winterowd told a news con­ 
ference that schools must "get 
back to the basics” of teaching 
writing skills, rather than more 
grammar and punctuation. 
"Spelling, punctuation, verb 
agreement and other such 
matters are basic editing 
abilities,” he said. "In the 
sequence of composition and the 
hierarchy of values, writing com­ 
es before editing. It makes no 
sense to teai'h editing to non­ 
writers.” 


English scholars and teachers 
who graded the 1974 essays 
found that the good writers were 
as good as in 1970; but the poor 
writers were worse, and there 
were more of them. 
"Lm concerned that we may 
be creating another gap between 
the ‘haves’ and the ‘havenots,’ ” 
said Roy H. Forbes, director of 
the National Assessment of 
Educational Progress study. 
On a score range of 1 to 8. the 
17-year-oids dropped on the 
average from 5.1 to 4.9 and the 


13-year-olds from 5 to 4.7 over 
the four years. 
Among nine-year-olds, in con­ 
trast, the number ranking 4 or 
higher rose from 51 per cent in 
1970 to 57 per cent in 1974.

PRICELESS GEM . . . weighs 45 V 2 carats in metric system. 
Hope Dia mond 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The storied Hope 
diamond has been reweighed with metric 
calibrations and declared heavier than when it 
was last weighed in the 1830s, a Smithsonian 
Institution curator said Monday. 
The Institution, which acquired the dia­ 
mond in 1958, decided to re-examine the 
priceless stone because it is bringing out a 
book about it. 
The gem was taken from its mounting and 
reweighed and measured. Other tests on its 
density were conducted. 
The diamond was found to weigh 45 Vz carats 
instead of 44 Vi carats, as it was rated on last 
weighing more than a century ago when it was

owned by Henry Philip Hope, a London 
banker. 
Not that the diamond has actually gained 
weight. 
At the time it was weighed under the Hope 
ownership, it was calculated in English carats. 
The new measurement is by metric carat, said 
curator Paul Desautels. 
The Smithsonian estimates the diamond has 
been seen by more than 50 million people in 
the United States. 
It is displayed in a specially constructed 
glass-fronted vault in the Hall of Gems at the 
National Museum of Natural History, a part of 
the Institution.

Crime On The Upswing 


ANTHONY LEWIS 


One And Only One Supreme Court 


The FBI's crime figures for 1974 have 


been released and they represent a 
depressing and expected sameness: crime 
is on the upswing. The real news, if there is 
any, is that more juveniles and more 
women are committing serious crimes than 
ever before. These are disturbing trends 
which, taken with the general crime in- 
crease, tend to form a frightening predic- 
tion of American life in the future. 


The previous administration placed 


great emphasis on law and order and 
reducing crime; brave rhetoric launched 
new programs, but the administration 
ended up contributing more to the cause of 
crime than to law and order. Apparently 
the new administration, while not the 
statistical windfall to the criminal side that 
the Nixon administration was, has not been 
able to stem the tide. 


From the right (and elsewhere today) 


is heard the cry for tougher judges, man- 
datory sentences, an end to the rehabilita- 
tion concept and so forth. And indeed, a 


new look at crime and punishment is in 
order. 


But one positive step to reducing 


crime, to saving lives and property, one 
which a majority of people want but the 
politicians ignore, has not been taken. 


Guns were involved in over two-thirds 


of the nation's 20,000 homicides in 1974 and 
in countless crimes resulting in hundreds of 
millions if not billions of dollars in proper- 
ty losses. Yet the paranoia of the anti-gun 
control people prevails. 


For almost 40 years now public opi- 


nion polls have supported stricter gun con- 
trol measures and that majority support 
among the American people is being 
strengthened today. 


Until such time as the politicians take 


steps to control the slaughter and intimida- 
tion by gun they have no right to utter one 
word about the need for tougher judges or 
longer sentences, nor do they have the 
right to condemn the "bleeding hearts." 


Unmasking The Bear 


It's little wonder that Paul Bryant 


doesn't want his University of Alabama 
Crimson Tide to play a Big Eight team in 
the Sugar Bowl. Alabama's been a bowl 
flop the past se\en or eight years and 
Bryant is anxious to find somebody he can 
beat An excellent 9-2 Oklahoma team or an 
excellent 10-1 Nebraska team must appear 
to the former Bear to be a bigger bite than 
he can chew. Already this season the Tide 
was soundly thrashed by the No. 4 team in 
the Big Eight, Missouri. Just think what 
the Big Eight's No. 2 could do. 


Is Alabama's Cock of the Walk really 


just a big chicken at heart? 


It would be a challenge to play the best 


match you can get and apparently, taking 
the former Bear's silence and the Sugar 
Bowl's decision to ask elsewhere into con- 
sideration, Alabama isn't up to it. 


And that is a sad state of affairs for the 


Sugar Bowl, which is supposed to be a class 
event — but there are doubts about that 
now — for the young men who play foot- 
ball for the University of Alabama in par- 
ticular and college football in general. 


Because, if the reports are right, foot- 


ball has become nothing more than an ego 
trip for Bryant. He apparently cares more 
about ending his bowl losing streak than 
exerting the proper leadership over his 
players. What's more important: going 
where you feel you can win or accepting 
the bigger challenge with hopes of gaining 
the Digger reward? No need to ask that 
question of Mr. Bryant now. He apparently 
could have had a shot at a possible national 
championship in the Orange Bowl or a shot 
at beating the Big Eight's second best in 
the Sugar. 


But if the former Bear's performance 


has been dismal and utterly lacking m 
class, so has been the performance of the 
dumb clucks who run the Sugar Bowl. 
Imagine them not trying to line up the best 
teams they could get. Imagine them 
avoiding all that Oklahoma or Nebraska 
money. There's nothing like the free- 
spending fans of both Big Reds. But we 
don't have to imagine.

Fortunately, there is no major 


crisis now at home or in the 
world that demands immediate 
or urgent action.

BOSTON - The retirement of 


Mr. Justice Douglas evokes, 
among much else, reflection on 
that most mysterious of in- 
stitutions, the Supreme Court of 
the United States. By way of 
example, here is a story. It is 
about two of Douglas's late 
colleagues, Hugo Lafayette 
Black and John Marshall Harlan. 


They were men utterly unlike 


in experience and outlook: Black 


a southern Populist who roused 
the court to new doctrines of in- 
dividual liberty and equality, 
Harlan a Wall Street lawyer who 
valued freedom but thought the 
court should be cautious in 
asserting itself against authority. 
Their opinions mark their 
philosophical conflict. But as 
human beings they came close in 
respect and affection. How close 
is indicated in a recent book by 


Hugo Black Jr., "My Father." 


In the summer of i971 the two 


justices were both taken mortal- 
ly ill. One day Harlan called 
Hugo Jr. to his hospital room 
and asked whether Black would 
retire. Hugo Jr. said yes, and 
wondered why Harlan asked.

Thrasher waited until after the Legislature adjourned the 
special session to file his warrants in the name of the_ United 
States government. (One might weE ask how he was given such 
unlimited authority.) What has happened to states rights? 
Should we sit helplessly and let this go on — and on — and on — 
or should we stand up to protest loudly? Is your blood boiling 
yet? Just wait till the next development if we let this one go by 
unchallenged. 


I would like to call attention also to the fact that the Mental 


Retardation Association of America is a national organization, 
not just parents with retardates in the Beatrice State Home. 
Many hundreds of us throughout the nation — and in Nebraska, 
too — have our loved son or daughter living at home, in public 
school programs, or in private schools and residential facilities. 
Nor are we opposed to community-based programs. Most of us 
have worked long and hard to help get the community-based 
programs started. But we do believe that those community 
programs are not the answer for all retardates. 


Much as we regret it, some of our loved ones require a more 


structured, sheltered and closely supervised situation than is 
currently the fashion in community-based programs. 


And M. R. A. A. is dedicated to obtaining good services for 


the retarded wherever they reside.

The story says much about the 


character of Harlan. But it also 
suggests the power of the 
Supreme Court to draw a com- 
mon loyalty — an institutional 
faith — from the diverse persons 
who make it up. 


To say that is not to paper over 


the differences among judges. 
No one thinks, any more, that 
law is "a brooding omnipresence 
in the sky" — the mythical no- 
tion that Justice Holmes dis- 
missed in dissent long ago. We 
know now that the Constitution 
is interpreted by human beings, 
who bring to the task very 
different premises. A Supreme 
Court without William 0. 
Douglas will not be the same. 


But it is also a mistake to think 


of the Supreme Court in terms of 
political simplicities. Life there 
is not a matter of pushing a but- 
ton to vote yes or no on stark 
alternatives. 


Consider, for example, the 


1974 campaign reform law. In 
arguments before the court last 
week, critics of the act said its 
limits on campaign contributions 
and expenditures restricted 
political speech in violation of 
the First 
A m e n d m e n t . 


Defenders said the law was a 
good-faith effort by Congress to 
preserve the whole political 
system from corruption by the 
abuse of money. 


In the argument the critics 


sounded sometimes as though 
they were suggesting that the 
Supreme Court could write a 
better law. Is that a "liberal" ap- 
proach? In the 1930s liberals 
argued that Congress, the 
responsible political branch, was 
entitled to a presumption of con- 
stitutionality when it dealt with 
a difficult social issue. 


In such a case it is not likely to 


be obvious where "liberalism" 
or "conservatism" or "strict 
construction" lies. There are 
different interests, and judges 
will weigh them differently. All 
we can ask is that they disclose 
their premises honestly, open 
their minds to the arguments 
and deal with the real difficulties 
in reaching a decision.

Again, the changes of direc- 


tion that do occur on the 
Supreme Court may not be so 
abrupt as in politics. The land- 
marks of the Warren Court stand 
largely unimpaired: the protec- 
tions for free speech and equal 
voting rights and racial justice. It 
is mostly in the criminal law that 
the new majority has pulled 
back. 


The cycles are longer on the 


Supreme Court. Douglas, after 
all, took his seat in 1939, before 
most of today's Americans were 
born. At any time the 
membership of the court should 
reflect many moods, political 
and cultural. What we have in 
this most remarkable feature of 
the American system is an in- 
stitution that is always changing 
but remains a symbol of con- 
tinuity 


All this suggests that there is 


no formula for choosing justices 
except to seek excellence. Presi- 
dent Ford was right when he 
said, last month, that presidents 
usually try to choose "somebody 
that has a somewhat similar 
political philosophy." But that 
attempt often miscarries, and 
the political advantage to be 
gained is trivial. 


The credit that history has

The FBI's crime figures for 1974 have 
been released and they represent a 
depressing and expected sameness: crime 
is on the upswing. The real news, if there is 
any, is that more juveniles and more 
women are committing serious crimes than 
ever before. These are disturbing trends 
which, taken with the general crime in­ 
crease. tend to form a frightening predic­ 
tion of American life in the future. 
The previous administration placed 
great emphasis on law and order and 
reducing crime; brave rhetoric launched 
new programs, but the administration 
ended up contributing more to the cause of 
crime than to law and order. Apparently 
the new administration, while not the 
statistical windfall to the criminal side that 
the Nixon administration was, has not been 
able to stem the tide. 
From the right (and elsewhere today) 
is heard the cry for tougher judges, man­ 
datory sentences, an end to the rehabilita­ 
tion concept and so forth. And indeed, a 


new look at crime and punishment is in 
order.

Guns were involved in over two-thirds 
of the nation's 20,000 homicides in 1974 and 
in countless crimes resulting in hundreds of 
millions if not billions of dollars in proper­ 
ty losses. Yet the paranoia of the anti-gun 
control people prevails. 


For almost 40 years now public opi­ 
nion polls have supported stricter gun con­ 
trol measures and that majority support 
among the American people is being 
strengthened today. 


Until such time as the politicians take 
steps to control the slaughter and intimida­ 
tion by gun they have no right to utter one 
word about the need for tougher judges or 
longer sentences, nor do they have the 
right to condemn the “ bleeding hearts.”

The story says much about the 
character of Harlan.

-000 residents.

Although the crime rate in 
Lincoln shot up 24% in 1974, it is 
still far below that in most cities, 
Police Chief George Hansen 
noted Monday. 
Lincoln police also are solving 
crimes at a better rate than their 
counterparts in cities of the 
same size. 
Those two pieces of informa­ 
tion were contained in the final 
FBI report on crime in 1974, 
which confirmed the 24% in­ 
crease given about six months 
ago for Lincoln. 
The more detailed analysis in 
the final report showed that in 
Lincoln in 1974 there were about 
4,843.6 crimes reported per 100,- 
000 residents (4.8 crimes per 100 
people). 
That rate was slightly more 
than two-thirds of the national 
average for cities with pop­ 
ulations between 100,000 and 
250,000, which was given in the 
report as 7,111 crimes per 100,- 
000 residents.

requirements Monday tripped 
up the Nebraska Public Service 
Commission's attempt to block 
the National Fanners Organiza- 
tion (NFO) from dealing in the 
grain market without a license. 


By a 3-1 vote Monday mor- 


ning, the commission issued a 
cease and desist order directing 
the NFO to halt immediately its 
grain marketing program in 
Nebraska. 


But on subsequent advice 


from its attorney, Paul Kratz, 
the commission agreed it might 
have violated due process 
guarantees by issuing the order 
without first giving the NFO a 
hearing. 


Commission Chairman Eric 


Rasmussen of Fairmont said the 
commission will reconsider its 
action next week. He said he 


expects at that time an in- 
vestigative hearing will be 
scheduled. 


If it is then determined the 


NFO is violating a law passed by 
the 1975 Legislature dealing with 
licensing of grain dealers,. 
Rasmussen said the commission 
might issue another cease and 
desist order or refer the matter 
to the Lancaster County attorney 
for prosecution. 


By that time, however, the 


NFO may have submitted a bond 
and applied for a grain dealers 
license. 


After a month of discussion, 


the commission had given the 
NFO until last Friday to apply 
for a grain dealers license or face 
legal action. 


Richard Sanne, chief of the 


warehouse division, reported 
Monday that the NFO had 
requested until the end of this 
week to file an application. The 


FNO claimed its attorney had 
been detained by other matters. 


As a result of the letter, Kratz 


recommended that the commis- 
sion give the NFO the added 
time. 


Commissioner Duane Gay of 


Columbus agreed, saying a cease 
and desist order is an "awfully, 
awfully rash action" which could 
"screw up the movement of 
millions of dollars' worth of 
grain." 


Unsubstantiated reports in- 


dicate the NFO markets roughly 
$7 million in gram each month. 


Rasmussen, 
Commissioner 


Jack Romans and Commissioner 
Robert Marland countered that 
the law (LB360) was passed last 
May and became effective Aug. 
24. Tiie NFO was aware of the 
law and has had sufficient time 
to comply, they said. 


Rasmussen added, "I know 


there were some people who lost 


thousands and thousands of 
dollars from dealing with the 
NFO. I want to protect those 
people. 


"If an individual sends (NFO) 


some grain and loses money 
(because we haven't acted), I 
think it becomes this com- 
mission's responsibility," he 
said. 


Sanne indicated that in Iowa 


the NFO's grain marketing 
program is $15 million in 
arrears. Sanne said he did not 
know how much NFO may owe 
its Nebraska members; 
however, one NFO official said 
it might be $2 million to $3 
million. 


Gay said, "We have no indica- 


tion they're broke in Nebraska." 
He preferred informing NFO 
that it had until next Monday to 
apply for the grain dealers 
license. 


Romans disagreed saying the 


commission is obligated to take 
immediate action. "It's like 
telling a bank robber we'll let 
him run loose a little longer." 


Marland said the NFO has had 


adequate opportunity to file for 
a license. "They're just playing 
footsy with us," he said. 


Gay suggested the other com- 


missioners" feelings were based 
on a dislike for the NFO. 
Rasmussen countered that Gay's 
statement was untrue. 


Ed Tvrdy, NFO president for 


Nebraska, declined to comment 
on the commission action. NFO 
officials hi Corning, Iowa, could 
not be contacted for reaction. 


NFO is facing a similar 


hearing Thursday called by State 
Agriculture Director Glenn 
Kreuscher to determine whether 
the NFO should also be bonded 
and licensed as a livestock 
dealer.

If it is then determined the 
NFO is violating a law passed by 
the 1975 Legislature dealing with 
licensing of grain dealers,, 
Rasmussen said the commission 
might issue another cease and 
desist order or refer the matter 
to the Lancaster County attorney 
for prosecution. 
By that time, however, the 
NFO may have submitted a bond 
and applied for a grain dealers 
license. 
After a month of discussion, 
the commission had given the 
NFO until last Friday to apply 
for a grain dealers license or face 
legal action. 
Richard Sanne, chief of the 
warehouse division, reported 
Monday that the NFO had 
requested until the end of this 
week to file an application. The

The 
question is whether he should 
have known to play a low trump 
rather than the queen. 


A little reflection would have 


convinced South that a low 
heart is the right play. If the 
trumps are divided 3-2, it makes 
no difference which heart is led. 
Regardless of where the king is 
located, South loses precisely 
one trump trick against proper 
defense. 


If the trumps are divided 4-1, 


the queen lead always loses the 
contract, while the low lead 
makes the contract about half 
the time. 


The low lead to the ace wins 


whenever there is a singleton 
king and also whenever East 
has four to the king and no more 
spades. Declarer loses only one 
trump trick hi both these cases. 


The only time the low lead 


unconditionally loses against a 
4-1 division is where West has 
four to the king. In that event, 
declarer loses two trump tricks 
and goes down one. The queen 
lead gains nothing in that case 
because declarer is doomed 
whatever he does. 


It follows that the queen lead 


never gains a trick and in some 
cases loses a trick, while the low 
lead often makes the contract 
and is never the cause of losing 
it

Crawling around In out-of-the-way English 


churches seems a strange way to pursue a hobby. 


But Mr. and Mrs. Corwin Moore will tell you 


it has its rewards. 


"It's a link with the past that's almost breath- 


taking to me," said Mrs. Moore as she explained 
the why's and how-to's of a hobby known as brass 
rubbing. 


Brass rubbing is best known in England. And 


for good reason. In order to do brass rubbing, one 
must have access to memorial brasses created 
centuries ago as adornment for the tombs of 
wealthy individuals. 


Most of the brasses still in existence are 


found in England. 


Memorial brasses were fashioned by artisans 


who etched a rather primitive likeness of the 
deceased into a brass plate. The plate was then af- 
fixed to the person's tomb. 


A rubbing is done by covering the brass with 


a sheet of paper, then rubbing over the design 
with a hard crayon-like substance called 
"heelball." 


Design Transferred To Paper 


The process is much like covering a coin with 


paper and rubbing a pencil over it, Moore said. 
Because parts of the metal are raised (or, in the 
case of a brass, indented), the design is 
transferred onto the paper. 


Heelball, which is made of lamp tallow and 


beeswax, is available in several colors, the most 
popular being black. Brass rubbing paper also 
comes in a number of colors, and is especial'y 
durable due to its high rag content. 


When making a brass rubbing, one aims for 


accuracy and color depth, Mrs. Moore said. 


If the brass is large, the rubbing can take 


many hours to complete. And because great 
pressure must be applied to the heelball, it is 
tiring, exacting work, she continued. 


Although rubbings, which resemble etchings, 


are attractive, Mrs. Moore emphasized that brass 
rubbing requires skill, not creativity. 


Most of the memorial brasses in England are 


found in small parish churches, Moore said. And 
the churches usually charge a fee when people do 
rubbings. 


"In some churches, this is the main source of 


income," he said, adding that brass rubbing is 
done on an appointment basis. 


There are three categories of brasses — 


clerical, military and civilian, Mrs. Moore said. 


The oldest brass in England dates back to 


1277. By 1650, no more were being made. 


Towards the end of that period, many 


memorial brasses — especially those in larger 
churches — were destroyed by Protestants and 
Puritans, Mrs. Moore explained. 


Destruction 'Act of Piety' 


Due to anti-Catholic sentiment, it became 


"an act of piety to destroy the 'popish' brasses," 
she said. "Cromwell's troops had lots of fun" 
ruining brasses. 


Today, a few brasses can be found on the 


European continent. But the largest collection 
(4,500 brasses) exists in England, where brass 
rubbing has become something of a national 
pastime. 


During three trips to England, Mr. and Mrs. 


Moore have completed rubbings of 100 brasses — 
one of which is as large as a double bed sheet. 


"We have all the very earliest ones," Mrs. 


Moore said. "We sought them out" and "we have 
plans ahead" to do more. 


Mrs, Moore said brass rubbing and the study 


of memorial brasses is interesting not only from 
an aesthetic standpoint. 


The brasses are, in a sense, pieces of history. 
Pointing out two rubbings of brasses done of 


men in armor, Mrs. Moore said, "You can see the 
evolution of the costume of the armed man." 


In the older of the two brasses, the soldier is 


clad in chain mail; the later brass depicts plate 
mail. 


"This man fought in the War of the Roses," 


Mrs. Moore continued, moving to another rub- 
bing. "See the Lancastrian rose on his armor?" 


Hobby Lead To History Course 


Mrs. Moore did her first brass rubbing in 


1969. Since that time, as a result of her interest in 
the hobby, she has completed a two-semester 
course in English history at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln.

Like hula hoops, yo-yos and Walt Disney classics, 


skateboards are waiting in the wings, anxious to take 
over the sidewalks — again. 


The contraptions have been hailed as THE answer 


for frustrated, landlocked surfers. 


They've been criticized as dangerous. 
But they're definitely on their way back, albeit not 


untouched by inflation and the wonders of modern 
science. 


Mo more rough wood and plain old "trucks" 


(wheels) reminiscent of those of sidewalk roller skates 
of an era gone by. 


Those materials have been replaced by 


polyurethane "trucks" and plastic or fiberglass 
"boards." 


All this new-fangled gear has upped the price con- 


siderably. While they used to sell for $4.95 to $9.95 
during their heyday a decade ago, skateboards now 
cost anywhere from $12 to $100. 


But those offered in Lincoln stores are on the 


modest side of $100. 


While Lawlor's skateboards range from $12 to $25 


— the difference being in the choice between wood, or 
plastic or fiberglass boards - those at Gerry's Sport 
Shop can be had for from $21.95 to $32.95. 


How are they selling? 
Gerry's has sold one, according to owner Gerry 


Rosenberger. Sales are "fair" at Lawlor's, said John 
Lawlor. 


"They've been back.. .in California," 


Rosenberger said. "But they're not back here yet. 


They will be, he predicted. "Next spring they 


should hit with a big bang." 


Some Lincolnites, however, have gotten the jump 


on next spring's expected skateboard spree. 


Some have taken long-forgotten skateboards out 


of the mothballs; others have grabbed up those con- 
traptions - long, flat, shoeless roller skates that work 
like scooters - from the first modern-day shipment to 
hit Lincoln. 


Skateboards fell out of popularity partly due to the 


frequency of accidents. Youngsters fell off them; 
skateboards ran out of control and carried their 
passengers into the paths of cars. Bones were broken; • 
lives were lost. 


During the skateboard epidemic a decade ago, a 


University of Michigan survey showed that one in 
every jour skateboard riders suffered injuries. 


Now with the stronger, more durable wheels and 


"boards," the adventurous "can do even more 
stunts," lamented Rosenberger. 


Taking advantage of the easy transportation, com- 


bining it with recreation, some are using skateboards 
for utilitarian purposes. 


Some University of Nebraska-Lincoln students, 


skateboard to class, juggling their books.

Like hula hoops, yo-yos and Walt Disney classics, 
skateboards are waiting in the wings, anxious to take 
over the sidewalks - again. 
The contraptions have been hailed as THE answer 
for frustrated, landlocked surfers. 
They ve been criticized as dangerous. 
But they re definitely on their way back, albeit not 
untouched by inflation and the wonders of modern 
science. 
Mo more rough wood and plain old “ trucks” 
(wheels) reminiscent of those of sidewalk roller skates 
of an era gone by. 
Those materials have been replaced by 
polyurethane “trucks’ 
and plastic or fiberglass 
“ boards.” 
All this new-fangled gear has upped the price con­ 
siderably. While they used to sell for $4.95 to $9.95 
during their heyday a decade ago, skateboards now 
cost anywhere from $12 to $100. 
But those offered in Lincoln stores are on the 
modest side of $100. 
While Lawlor’s skateboards range from $12 to $25 
— the difference being in the choice between wood, or 
plastic or fiberglass boards — those at Gerry’s Sport 
Shop can be had for from $21.95 to $32.95. 


How are they selling? 
Gerry s has sold one, according to owner Gerry 
Rosenberger. Sales are “fair” at Lawlor’s, said John 
Lawlor. 
“ They’ve been back .. .in California,” 
Rosenberger said. “But they’re not back here yet. 
They will be, he predicted. “Next spring they 
should hit with a big bang.” 
Some Lincolnites, however, have gotten the jump 
on next spring’s expected skateboard spree. 
Some have taken long-forgotten skateboards out 
of the mothballs; others have grabbed up those con­ 
traptions — long, flat, shoeless roller skates that work 
like scooters — from the first modern-day shipment to 
hit Lincoln. 
Skateboards fell out of popularity partly due to the 
frequency of accidents. Youngsters fell off them; 
skateboards ran out of control and carried their 
passengers into the paths of can. Bones were broken; 
lives were lost. 
During the skateboard epidemic a decade ago, a 
University of Michigan survey showed that one in 
every four skateboard riders suffered injuries. 


Now with the stronger, more durable wheels and 
“boards,” the adventurous “can do even more 
stunts,” lamented Rosenberger. 


Taking advantage of the easy transportation, com­ 


bining it with recreation, some are using skateboards 
for utilitarian purposes. 
Some University of Nebraska-Lincoln students 
skateboard to class, juggling their books. 
Bill Hunting, 4010 S. 17th, an eighth grader at Ir­ 
ving Junior High, skateboards to school and back. 
Bill used to ride his bike — until he lost his lock. 
Necessity being the mother of invention, he 
revived the skate board. That half-hour consumed 
walking to school was cut in half, even more so when 
his bicycling friends helped him get a good running — 
or skating - start on the big downhill glide between 
his house and school. 
But, alas, as luck would have it, the skateboard is 
“ out of order.” 
As Bill tells it, he was going across a bridge when 
a nut fell off one of the wheels. He lost his bearings, 
literally. He was neither able to find the lost bearings 
nor their replacements. 
Matt Ward, 3039 Stratford, also saves many a step 
by using his head — and his skateboard. 
The Irving seventh grader walks his dog — a black 
Laborador named Jake — ala skateboard. Rather, it’s 
Jake who walks Matt. The dog just puUs his master 
along behind. 
What does Matt plan to do when it snows? 
“ I’ll bring it into the living room, stick a bean bag 
in back of me and do handstands on it.” 
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Meef Set On 
GECC 


Omaha (AP) — Attorneys of 


American Beef Packers, Inc., 
(ABP) of Omaha and the money- 
troubled firm's largest creditor 
and mainline source of finan- 
cing, General Electric Credit 
Corp., (GECC) of Stamford, 
Conn., will meet in Chicago 
Tuesday in an effort to work out 
differences holding up a loan 
that could but ABP back in 
business. 


ABP attorney Douglas Reno 


announced the meeting Monday 
during a hearing before Bank- 
ruptcy Judge David Crawford. 


Crawford held the hearing to 


discuss confirmation of ABP's 
amended and consolidated plan 
to pay back its creditors. 


Representatives 
of GECC, 


ABP and the court-appointed 
creditors committee in the lim- 
ited bankruptcy met here last 
Thursday and Friday in an ef- 
fort to work out the details of a 
new, $36.5 million loan to help 
ABP fund its payback plan to to 
resume operations. 


Reno described the talks as 


"friendly," but said further talks 
will be needed to iron out "a few 
minor" differences between 
ABP and GECC. 


Citing the small problems, 


Reno asked Crawford to contin- 
ue the confirmation plan. 


However, 
Omaha 
attorney 


Victor Lich, who represents for- 
mer dairy owners J. Gordon 
Roberts and another of other 
ABP creditors, challenged the 
continuance of the case. 


"None of us as creditors has 


any idea what's going on be- 
tween ABP and GECC," said 
Lich. adding that he has not 
been able to find out if the ne- 
gotiations are "serious." 


Lich also accused ABP and 


GECC of not being "fully can- 
did" with the court and the 
creditors. 


"I have a fear that nobody but 


GECC and ABP know what's 
going on, and I'm not sure they 
do,"' said Lich, who noted that 
Roberts came all the way from 
his home in Clearwater, Fla., to 
attend the meeting and to show 
his concern. 


Roberts said he is owed about 


$2.6 million from the sale of 
Roberts Dairy of Omaha to 
ABP. The sale took place in 
1972. 


"We have withheld action to 


protect other creditors," said 
Roberts after the hearing. How- 
ever, "The frankness must be 
forthcoming or we'll have to 
forget the other creditors,"' 
Roberts added. 


"I have clients who are get- 


ting antsy," Lich told Crawford. 


"We are seriously negotiat- 


ing. We just aren't in a position 
to disclose" the problems publi- 
cly, Reno countered. 


Robert Guinan, an attorney 


for the creditors committee, said 
he thinks GECC and ABP have 
reached an "agreement in prin- 
ciple," and that he believes the 
negotiations for the new money 
will be successful. 


After listening to the argu- 


ments, Crawford said he will 
meet privately with attorneys 
following Tuesday's meeting in 
Chicago to learn how the talks 
are progressing and what prob- 
lems are being encountered. He 
then continued the confirmation 
to Nov. 26. 


Assuming 
the negotiations 


are completed satisfactorily, the 
new money would be given to 
ABP in two different ways. 


— A loan of $16 5 million se- 


cured by ABP fiscal properties. 


— Revolving credit of $20 


million secured by ABP ac- 
counts receivable. 


However, the GECC loan of- 


fer is conditioned on several fac- 
tors, including the resignation of 
Frank R. West, ABP president, 
founder and board chairman. 


West has already tendered his 


resignation conditioned on 
Crawford's confirmation of the 
plan of arrangement and GECC 
guarantee of the new money. 


Another condition imposed 


feeders representing 95% of the 
money owed by ABP and its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, 
Beefland International, Inc., 
must sign releases. 


According to a spokesman for 


the creditors committee, the 
latter condition has been met. 


In the the meantime, ABP of- 


ficials announced Monday that a 
tentative agreement has been 
reached for the sale of the 
Beefland plant in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, to the Kane-Miller Corp., 
a diversified food processing 
firm with headquarters in 
Tarrytown, N.Y. 


Although there is no formal 


agreement and nothing signed, 
according to Reno, the purchase 
price was estimated at about S6 - 
450,000. 


The sale must be approved by 


Crawford and the boards of 
directors of both companies. 


Reno also said one of his law 


partners is negotiating with a 
group of individuals for the sale 
of ABP's plant in Fort Morgan, 
Colo., but he did not identify the 
group of potential buyers. 


Origin Of Prairie Fires 
At N. Platte Investigated 


North Platte (AP) — Deputy 


State Fire Marshal Del Cerney 
says he is convinced that eight 
separate fires which sprang up in 
the grasslands about seven miles 
south of here Sunday afternoon 
were accidently set, but Lincoln 
County authorities are still 
probing a report that shots were 
fired at planes dumping water 
on the falmes. 


Cerney said his initial in- 


vestigation of the fires along 
U.S. 83 indicated that they were 
accidently ignited, possibly by a 
truck dragging a chain along the 
highway's surface. 


Five of the fires were doused 


before they could cause much 
damage, said Cerney, but the 
other three blackened from 700 
to 800 acres of pasture, and 
destroyed about 1.000 bales of 


hay and two vacant farm 
buildings. 


It took fire fighters from nine 


communities about four hours to 
faring the flames under control. 


Meanwhile, two pilots from 


Ogallala said they were forced to 
land their planes after two men 
took shots at them while they 
were dumping water on the 
fires. 


Max and Rod Shelboume said 


they were flying low enough to 
see one man with a shotgun and 
another with a high-powered ri- 
fle. The pilots said they saw the 
two armed men take direct aim 
at the planes. 


Max said he saw one of the 


men cock his weapon, then saw a 
recoil. 


Neither of the planes was hit 


by the gunfire.

Scottsbluff — The Nebraska- 


Wyoming Wheat Growers 
Association Monday agreed to 
telegraph President Ford asking 
if withholding wheat from the 
market would be met with "ad- 
ditional offsetting government 
interference." 


The telegram, signed by 


Nebraska Wheat Grower presi- 
dent Frank Johannsen of Bayard 
and Wyoming president Fred 
Lush, noted that Ford told 
grower representatives 
in 


August to "cool it" and assured 
them that the agreement being 
negotiated with the Soviets 
would be good for them. 


Yet, the telegram said, "The 


moratorium is lifted, the (Soviet) 
agreement is concluded, but the 
wheat price has cooled 25% and 
farmers are hotter than before. 
Since wheat is now selling below 
the cost of production, our 
remaining alternative is to 


refrain from selling at these 
price levels." 


The action followed a discus- 


sion during which three panel 
members agreed that export 
problems lie not in the foreign 
markets, but on the domestic 
front. 


"The farmer is not well 


enough organized to have an em- 
bargo like the unions did and 
does not have the political in- 
fluence the consumer has. That 
seems to be the problem," said 
Dick Baum, president of 
Western Wheat Associates, the ' 
market development organiza- 
tion in Asia and the Far East. 


"Agricultural policy is being 


made for an urban, rather than a 
rural society," agreed Joseph 
Halow, executive vice president 
of Great Plains Wheat, the 
market development organiza- 
tion for Europe, Africa and 
Latin America. 


"There is more influence in 


government agencies other than 
agriculture which are out of 
touch and not accountable to 
agriculture," he added. 


"With the conclusion of the 


Soviet agreement," said Peter 
Pauli, director of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
export sales division, "I feel and 
hope government can now step 
back out of involvement with the 
foreign marketing of grain." 


Pauli defended the agree- 


ment, saying it "may have 
defused some of the concern sur- 
rounding Soviet sales and will 
diminish the reaction of the 
market to negotiation with the 
Soviets." 


The three panelists agreed 


that the State Department has, 
as Baum put it "discovered that 
food and agriculture have more 
power than any other factor in 
foreign relations, and that the in- 
fluence will continue to be a fac- 
tor in the-future." 


Baum said, "Growers must 


take advantage of such 
agreements and consider them 
as assuring minimum, but not 
maximum quantity sales to other 
nations." He cited a five-year 
agreement with Japan calling for 
a minimum of 14 million metric 
tons of wheat a year, as opposed 
to the 6 million tons in the Soviet 
accord.

There 
was little incentive to buy 
futures. Buyers were very scarce 
as they viewed an 8 cents an 
ounce decline in silver.

Huskers Decline 


It would appear that the 


Nebraska football team is taking 
the late Vince Lombard! literally 
when he said, "Winning isn't 
everything it's the only thing." 


The Huskers voted Monday 


afternoon, following a 90 minute 
workout to decline the invitation 
to attfmd the Fiesta Bowl, 
should Oklahoma win this 
weekend's contest in Norman. 


According to a player's vote 


Monday the Huskers will either 
win Saturday, and attend the 
Orange Bowl as the Big Eight 
champions or end the season 
with a 10-1 record. 


The Fiesta Bowl in Phoenix, 


Ariz., had extended a blanket in- 
vitation Monday to the Big Eight 
conference to the eventual se- 
cond place team in the league. 
Meaning, that if Nebraska either 
ties or defeats Oklahoma, the 
Sooners would go to Arizona. 
Should Oklahoma win, the 
Huskers would be invited to play 
the Western Athletic Conference 
champion (either Arizona State, 
9-fl, or Arizona, 8-1). 


Oklahoma accepted the bid 


through a vote by the OU 
regents, but the Nebraska 
players declined, indicating, 
"they did not want to talk about 
the possibility of losing to 
Oklahoma" 
according to 


Nebraska head coach Tom 
Osborne. 


Two votes were taken about 


accepting the Fiesta Bowl bid 
and both times it was defeated 
soundly. The first time was in a 
huddle on the field following 
NU's practice and the second 
time in the films room where the 
players discussed the situation 
among themselves. The second 
vote was 47-13 against taking the 
Fiest offer. 


Osborne said he was surprised 


and disappointed but that he was 
comfortable with the decision, 
"because it's up to the players." 


"We wouldn't be doing 


anybody any favors by taking 47 
unhappy people to a bowl 
game," Osborne said. "This is 
nothing personal against the 
Fiesta Bowl." 


Fiesta Bowl Cited 


"We hold the Fiesta Bowl in 
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the highest regard, because they 
wanted us and we appreciate 
that very much," Osborne 
added. "It's a good bowl and a 
growing program. It's just that 
the players want to put all their 
eggs in one basket and that's 
defeating Oklahoma." 


Senior defensive captain, Bob 


Martin, said, "I guess a few peo- 
ple wanted to go to the Fiesta 
Bowl, because of the remote 
possibility of ending the season 
with a loss, and those that 
wanted to go, planned on having 
another chance at ending on a 
winning note." 


"To a lot of the players, 


seniors and red shirts alike, it 
was the Orange Bowl or nothing. 


We've worked too hard in trying 
to win the Big Eight, the Orange 
Bowl and the national cham- 
pionship to go anyplace else." 


Back to OU 


Senior offensive captain Terry 


Luck, said, "Whatever the team 
decides to do, I'll stand by that. 
But the main thing is that we're 
through talking about these 
things, like Sugar Bowl, Fiesta 
Bowl, or Bear Bryant. It's been 
taking our minds off the most 
important thing... Oklahoma. I 
just don't want people thinking 
that we think we're too big for 
the Fiesta Bowl." 


"The thing that gets me is that 


two years ago we were 8-2-1 and 
last year we were 8-3 and people 


were crawling all over to get 
us," Luck said. "This year, we're 
ranked second in the nation and 
we're 10-0 and it's almost like 
we're begging. It's beyond my 
comprehension that we're 
having to make this kind of 
decision." 


Both Martin and Luck noted 


that if the Huskers lost to 
Oklahoma and then went on to 
defeat an unbeaten Arizona 
State team in the Fiesta Bowl 
that the Huskers could recover 
some of the losses in the polls as 
NU had done in previous years. 


Huskers Shut Out 


Osborne said Sunday, "We are 


shut out of the Sugar and Cotton 
Bowls so now we must go to 
work and make sure we aren't 
shut out of the Orange Bowl." 


"It would be a grave mistake 


for the athletic department or 
me to make the decision on 
which bowl to go to. It has to be 
a decision by the players." 


Athletic director Bob Devaney 


pointed out that it was a tradi- 
tion at Nebraska that the players 
decided on which post-season 
games they would go to. 


Bill Shover, a spokesman for 


the Fiesta Bowl said the com- 
mittee would "cool it for two 
days" before making a decision. 
"We're kind of out on a limb 
with Oklahoma, but we still have 
Georgia Tech, 7-3, as an option," 
Shover said. 


George Isbell, head of the 


Fiesta committee said Osborne 
noted, "they (the players) might 
feel differently after the game 
Saturday." 


Shover added, "I am stunned 


that Nebraska voted not to come 
here. There are many people in 
Arizona that wanted to see the 
Huskers." 


"Its just we'll have no control 


over the hatchet job that the 
newspapers in Arizona will 
have," Shover added. 


The Huskers have won six 


straight bowl games in the past 
six years, tying the record for 
consecutive bowl victories

University Park, Pa. — Penn 


State Coach Joe Paterno shied 
away Monday from the con- 
troversy about his team's selec- 
tion to play Alabama in the 
Sugar Bowl on New Year's eve 
because he wants to concentrate 
on preparing^ for the game 
against cross-state rival Pitt 
Saturday. 


"I haven't seen the charges 


you're talking about," he said. "I 
haven't read a newspaper yet. 


"I think the Sugar Bowl 


should handle it their way and 
not have to take a team that 
loses a particular game." 


Paterno was having none of 


the controversy. 


"No matter what happens 


against Pittsburgh Saturday we 
are planning to go to the Sugar 
Bowl," Paterno said. 


"Pitt is a fine football team. 


But we have a good football 
team and we will be a good bowl 
team. 


"We have had some problems, 


but I think we are in a better 
position than we have ever been 
and will come down with a good 
team. My wife is already packing 
for New Orleans." 


Paterno said his team was a 


good defensive club, but that the 
offense lacked continuity. 


"Basically, it's due to the fact 


that we have had injuries off and 
on,'' he said. 


"We have made some switches 


and I think we are going to have 
a better offensive team than we 
had. 


I want ,to get on with 


Pittsburgh right now so that we 
can go down with a 9-2 football 
team." 


Paterno said he would take his 


team to New Orleans either on 
Christmas Day or the day after. 


Penn State officially received 


the Sugar Bowl imitation Mon- 


day morning, according to un- 
iversity president John W. 
Oswald. 


Oswald said the bid was 


extended by Clifford H. Kern, 
president of the New Orleans 
Mid-Winter Sports Association, 
sponsor of the New Year's^Eve 
football game.

Kansas City, Mo. — The football bowl picture, once 


described by former Big Eight Commissioner Wayne Duke as "a 
jungle," might even be worse than that after developments of 
the,past 48 hours. 


It just might be that the Sugar Bowl snub of the Big Eight 


Conference runnerup — either Oklahoma or Nebraska — could 
lead to the long talked about college football playoff. 


It also could lead to an National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 


tion penalty against both the Sugar Bowl promoters and the 
University of Alabama if it can be proved Coach Paul "Bear" 
Bryant actually made a deal that enabled him to name Penn 
State as the Alabama opponent in the Dec. 31 game in New 
Orleans. 


"The extra events committee probably will review the 


legislation regarding bowl games," Dave Cawood, director of 
public relations for the NCAA said here Monday. "However, I 
don't know of any investigation that might be underway at this 
time." 


Big Eight Conference commissioner Chuck Neinas refused 


to be drawn into the controversy about whether Bryant used any 
influence in the selection of Penn State. "I don't think there was 
any premature chicanery involved," Neinas said. "I choose not 
to speculate, but I'd welcome letting your imagination run 
wild." 


If Bryant and the SugarBowl are proved to be in violation of 


the NCAA guidelines on bowl invitations, Alabama could be 
barred for two years from bowl games and the Suar Bowl could 
be penalized 50 per cent of the profits from the game and 
possibly lose its sanction. 


Bryant Says: To Hell With 'Em 


Sugar Bowl president Cliff Kern specifically denied that 


Bryant wanted to hand-pick a weaker team to assure his first 
bowl victory since 1966, but Bryant admitted it Monday while 
blasting both Nebraska's Tom Osborne and Oklahoma's Barry 
Switzer. 


"I recommended it and I want those young coaches out 


there to know it," Bryant said. "We have no apologies to make 
to anyone. They are all fine people out there (in the Big Eight), 
but it would take those young guys 15 or 20 years before they can 
wear their spurs regular. When I was a joung coach I popped 
off, too. Let them go where they want to and to bell with em."

Huskers Decline 'Loser's Bowl' Offer 
It would appear that the 
Nebraska football team is taking 
the late Vince Lombardi literally 
when he said, “ Winning isn’t 
everything it’s the only thing.” 
The Huskers voted Monday 
afternoon, following a 90 minute 
workout to decline the invitation 
to attend the Fiesta Bowl, 
should Oklahoma win this 
weekend’s contest in Norman. 
According to a player’s vote 
Monday the Huskers will either 
win Saturday, and attend the 
Orange Bowl as the Big Eight 
champions or end the season 
with a 10-1 record. 
The Fiesta Bowl in Phoenix, 
Ariz,, had extended a blanket in­ 
vitation Monday to the Big Eight 
conference to the eventual se­ 
cond place team in the league. 
Meaning, that if Nebraska either 
ties or defeats Oklahoma, the 
Sooners would go to Arizona. 
Should Oklahoma win, the 
Huskers would be invited to play 
the Western Athletic Conference 
champion (either Arizona State,

Oklahoma accepted the bid 


through a vote by the OU

Oklahoma, I 
just don’t want people thinking 
that we think we’re too big for 
the Fiesta Bowl ” 
"The thing that gets me is that 
two years ago we were 8-2-1 and 
last year we were 8-3 and people 


were crawling all over to get 
us,” Luck said. “This year, we’re 
ranked second in the nation and 
we’re 10-0 and it’s almost like 
we’re begging. It’s beyond my 
comprehension that we’re 
having to make this kind of 
decision.” 


Both Martin and Luck noted 
that if the Huskers lost to 
Oklahoma and then went on to 
defeat an unbeaten Arizona 
State team in the Fiesta Bowl 
that the Huskers could recover 
some of the losses in the polls as 
NU had done in previous years. 


Huskers Shut Out 
Osborne said Sunday, “ We are 
shut out of the Sugar and Cotton 
Bowls so now we must go to 
work and make sure we aren’t 
shut out of the Orange Bowl.” 
“ It would be a grave mistake 
for the athletic department or 
me to make the decision on 
which bowl to go to. It has to be 
a decision by the players.” 


Athletic director Bob Devaney 


pointed out that it was a tradi­ 
tion at Nebraska that the players 
decided on which post-season 
games they would go to. 
Bill Shover, a spokesman for 
the Fiesta Bowl said the com­ 
mittee would “cool it for two 
days” before making a decision. 
“ We’re kind of out on a limb 
with Oklahoma, but we still have 
Georgia Tech, 7-3, as an option,” 
Shover said 
George Isbell, head of the 
Fiesta committee said Osborne 
noted, “ they (the players) might 
feel differently after the game 
Saturday.” 
Shover added. “ I am stunned 
that Nebraska voted not to come 
here. There are many people in 
Arizona that wanted to see the 
Huskers.” 
“ Its just we’ll have no control 
over the hatchet job that the 
newspapers in Arizona will 
have,” Shover added. 


The Huskers have won six 
straight bowl games in the past 
six years, tying the record for 
consecutive bowl victories.

Kansas City, Mo. — The football bowl picture, once 
described by former Big Eight Commissioner Wayne Duke as “a 
jungle,” might even be worse than that after developments of 
the,past 48 hours. 


It just might be that the Sugar Bowl snub of the Big Eight 
Conference runnerup — either Oklahoma or Nebraska — could 
lead to the long talked about college football playoff. 


It also could lead to an National Collegiate Athletic Associa­ 
tion penalty against both the Sugar Bowl promoters and the 
University of Alabama if it can be proved Coach Paul “ Bear” 
Bryant actually made a deal that enabled him to name Penn 
State as the Alabama opponent in the Dec. 31 game in New 
Orleans. 
“The extra events committee probably will review the 
legislation regarding bowl games,” Dave Cawood, director of 
public relations for the NCAA said here Monday. “ However, I 
don't know of any investigation that might be underway at this 
time.” 


Big Eight Conference commissioner Chuck Neinas refused 
to be drawn into the controversy about whether Bry ant used any 
influence in the selection of Penn State. “1 don’t think there was 
any premature chicanery involved,” Neinas said. “ I choose not 
to speculate, but I'd welcome letting your imagination run 
wild.” 


If Bryant and the SugarBow! are proved to be in violation of 
the NCAA guidelines on bowl invitations, Alabama could be 
barred for two years from bowl games and the Suar Bowl could 
be penalized 50 per cent of the profits from the game and 
possibly lose its sanction. 


Bryant Says: To Hell With 'Em 
Sugar Bowl president Cliff Kern specifically denied that 
Bryant wanted to hand-pick a weaker team to assure his first 
bowl victory since 1966. but Bryant admitted it Monday while 
blasting both Nebraska's Tom Osborne and Oklahoma s Barry 
Switzer. 


“ I recommended it and I want those young coaches out 
there to know it,” Bryant said. “ We have no apologies to make 
to anyone. They are all fine people out there (in the Big Eight), 
but it would take those young guys 15 or 20 years before they can 
wear their spurs regular. When I was a young coach 1 popped 
off, too. Let them go where they want to and to hell with em.” 


Kearn showed he has a little “ bush league” in him with this 
remark: “ How many people w t I I be reading about the Sugar 
Bowl every' day, listening to it on radio or seeing it on TV in 
Oklahoma or Nebraska? How many will be hearing about, 
reading about, watching it on the Eas;. Coast’’ 
“We have the leading team in the East (Penn State). We 
would come up with the loser in the Big Eight. Winch is better 
to have — a winner or a runner-up?” 


Penn State’s a real winner. The Nittany Lions lost to Ohio 
State 17-9, “ clobbered” Temple 26-25 a week before West 
Virginia stomped Temple 50-7. Two weeks ago, Penn State lost 
to North Carolina State 15-14. And Cliff, you wouldn’t want to 
wager ten bucks on the Pittsburgh-Penn State game this Satur­ 
day, would you? 


Nebraska fans should be tahkful they’ have a chance to 
spend New Year's Eve in Miami, watching the moon and 
awaiting the Orange Bowl game the next night. The 
Cornhuskers can make that a certainty next Saturday by beating 
Oklahoma.

From Debate

University Park, Pa. — Penn 
State Coach Joe Paterno shied 
away Monday from the con­ 
troversy about his team's selec­ 
tion to play Alabama in the 
Sugar Bowl on New Year’s eve 
because he wants to concentrate 
on preparing for the game 
against cross-state rival Pitt 
Saturday. 
"I haven't seen the charges 
you’re talking about,” he said. “ I 
haven’t read a newspaper yet. 
" I think the Sugar Bowl 
should handle it their way and 
not have to take a team that 
loses a particular game.” 
Paterno was having none of 
the controversy. 
“ No matter what happens 
against Pittsburgh Saturday we 
are planning to go to the Sugar 
Bowl,” Paterno said. 
“ Pitt is a fine football team. 
But we have a good football 
team and we will be a good bowl 
team. 
“We have had some problems, 
but I think we are in a better 
position than we have ever been 
and will come down with a good 
team. My wife is already packing 
for New Orleans.” 
Paterno said his team was a 
good defensive club, but that the 
offense lacked continuity. 
“ Basically, it's due to the fact 
that we have had injuries off and 
on,” he said. 
“ We have made some switches 
and I think we are going to have 
a better offensive team than we 
had. 
I want to get on with 
Pittsburgh right now so that we 
can go down with a 9-2 football 
team ” 
Paterno said he would take his 
team to New Orleans either on 
Christmas Day or the day after. 
Penn State officially received 
the Sugar Bowl invitation Mon­ 


day morning, according to un­ 
iversity president John W. 
Oswald. 
Oswald said the bid was 
extended by Clifford H. Kern, 
president of the New Orleans 
Mid-Winter Sports Association, 
sponsor of the New Year’s Eve 
football game.

The Thunder­ 
bolts have fashioned a 26-1-1 
record en route to three con­ 
secutive state Class B cham­ 
pionships to go with their 1970 ti­ 
tle.

Disease Hits 
State's Deer 


A disease with a tongue- 


twistihg name has been killing 
whitetail deer in parts of central 
and eastern Nebraska, the state 
game commission reported Mon- 
day. 


The commission's wildlife 


biologists said the cause of the 
deer mortality is epizootic 
hemorrhagic disease, or EHD 
for short. 


The disease attacks whitetail 


deer and does not affect other 
wildlife, domestic animals or 
man, the commission said. 


Symptoms include bleeding 


from 
body 
openings, 


sluggishness, loss of fear of man, 
excessive salivation and rapid 
breathing. The disease most 
often occurs in areas heavily 
populated with whitetails. 


The commission said the un- 


usually warm weather this year 
may have contributed to the out- 
breaks, allowing the insects thai 
carry the disease to survive 
longer. 


Also, the presence of more 


people in the woods due to the 
recently completed firearm-deer 
season almost certainly meant 
discovery and reporting or more 
sick or dead deer, the commis- 
sion said. 


Outbreaks in central Nebraska 


have been reported near St. 
Paul, Wolbach, Fullerton. 
Greeley, Ravenna and Anselmo. 
In eastern Nebraska, some deer 
have been lost in the Ashland- 
Memphis area.

Disease Hits 
State's Deer 


A disease with a tongue- 
twistihg name has been killing 
whitetail deer in parts of central 
and eastern Nebraska, the state 
game commission reported Mon­ 
day. 
The commission's wildlife 
biologists said the cause of the 
deer mortailty is epizootic 
hemorrhagic disease, or EHD 
for short. 


The disease attacks whitetail 
deer and does not affect other 
wildlife, domestic animals or 
man, the commission said. 


Symptoms include bleeding 
from 
body 
openings, 
sluggishness, loss of fear of man, 
excessive salivation and rapid 
breathing. The disease most 
often occurs in areas heavily 
populated with whitetails. 


The commission said the un­ 
usually warm weather this year 
may have contributed to the out­ 
breaks, allowing the insects that 
carry the disease to survive 
longer. 


Also, the presence of more 
people in the woods due to the 
recently completed firearm-deer 
season almost certainly meant 
discovery and reporting or more 
sick or dead deer, the commis­ 
sion said. 


Outbreaks in central Nebraska 
have been reported near St, 
Paul, Wolbach, Fullerton, 
Greeley, Ravenna and Anselmo. 
In eastern Nebraska, some deer 
have been lost in the Ashland- 
Memphis area

Outlook Said 
Improved 
For Wheat 


By The Associated Press 


Recent rains improved the 


wheat outlook in several areas of 
the state, the state Federal Divi- 
sion of Agriculture Statistics 
reported Monday. 


Fall tillage and fertilizer 


applications continue statewide 
where soil is not too dry. Rains 
have enabled many farmers to 
start fall field work as soil 
moisture improved. 


Rains improved the topsoil 


moisture supplies in the past 
week to 21% adequate. Subsoil 
moisture supplies remain short 
in 96% of the counties. A year 
ago topsoil was 57% short and 
subsoil 99% short. 


Corn harvest is practically 


complete with all districts 
except the Panhandle at 95% or 
greater harvested. That com- 
pares with 90% a year ago and a 
normal of 75%. 


Sorghum harvest is virtually 


complete over the state with 
only a few fields yet to be 
finished. 


Wheat conditions statewide 


improved with recent moisture. 
Of the counties reporting, 23% 
assessed the condition as poor, 
65% as fair, 10%> as good and 2% 
as excellent. 


High winds in the western 


third of the state last week 
caused soil erosion in some 
fields. 


Pasture and range feed 


supplies are short in 91% of the 
counties reporting.

lunar Eclipse Tonight 


Omaha (AP)—Residents of 


much of Nebraska will have 
their last opportunity this year to 
view a large lunar eclipse 
Tuesday evening. 


According to a spokesman for 


t h e Omaha Astronomical 
Society, the moon will rise about 
5:05 p.m central time over 
Omaha with the eclipse already 
in progress. 


Bob Allen, the spokesman, 


said only locations on the East 
Coast and Africa will see the 
total lunar phase. 


Allen said the rising moon will 


appear as a "peculiar crescent" 
immersed in the eastern horizon 


at sunset. The eclipse will con- 
clude "at 6:08 when the moon 
completely frees the portion of 
earth's shadow, he said. 


He said unique aspect of the 


eclipse will be the moon's ap-' 
parent size. Because of nearness 
to the horizon and the refracting 
process of the earth's at~ 
mosphere, the moon will appear- 
larger than usual, he said. 


The next total lunar eclipse- 


will be Nov. 6, 1979 but will not 
be visible in the Midwest. Allen 
said Midwestemers will have to 
wait until July, 1982, for the next 
total eclipse that can be viewed 
here.

Outlook Said 
Improved 
For Wheat 
By The Associated Press 
Recent rains improved the 
wheat outlook in several areas of 
the state, the state Federal Divi­ 
sion of Agriculture Statistics 
reported Monday. 
Fall tillage and fertilizer 
applications continue statewide 
where soil is not too dry. Rains 
have enabled many farmers to 
start fall field work as soil 
moisture improved. 


Rains improved the topsoil 
moisture supplies in the past 
week to 21% adequate. Subsoil 
moisture supplies remain short 
in 91% of the counties. A year 
ago topsoil was 57% short and 
subsoil 99% short. 


Corn harvest is practically 
complete with all districts 
except the Panhandle at 95% or 
greater harvested. That com­ 
pares with 90% a year ago and a 
normal of 75%. 
Sorghum harvest is virtually 
complete over the state with 
only a few fields yet to be 
finished. 
Wheat conditions statewide 
improved with recent moisture. 
Of the counties reporting. 23% 
assessed the condition as poor, 
65% as fair, 10% as good and 2% 
as excellent.

Lunar Eclipse Tonight 


Omaha (A P)—Residents of 
much of Nebraska will have 
their last opportunity this year to 
view a large lunar eclipse 
Tuesday evening. 
According to a spokesman for 
t h e 
Omaha 
Astronomical 
Society, the moon will rise about 
5:05 p in central time over 
Omaha with the eclipse already 
in progress. 
Bob Allen, the spokesman, 
said only locations on the East 
Coast and Africa will see the 
total lunar phase. 
Allen said the rising moon will 
appear as a “ peculiar crescent’’ 
immersed in the eastern horizon 


at sunset. The eclipse will con­ 
clude at 6:08 when the moon 
completely frees the portion of 
earth’s shadow, he said. 
He said unique aspect of the 
eclipse will be the moon’s ap­ 
parent size. Because of nearness 
to the horizon and the refracting 
process of the earth's at­ 
mosphere, the moon will appear 
larger than usual, he said. 
The next total lunar eclipse 
will be Nov. 6, 1979 but will not 
be visible in the Midwest. Allen 
said Midwesterners will have to 
wait until July, 1982, for the next 
total eclipse that can be viewed 
here.

Grand Island (UPI) - The

He said the people m the area 


have been friendly and 
reasonable about his work and 
he feels strongly that the work 
has to stay in Grand Island 
because "that's basically who 
it's for " 


The sculptor was scheduled to 


meot Vvith the Gibbon com 
mittee Monday night and wa 
also scheduled to appear befor 
the Hall County Board Tuesdaj 
afternoon 


The Gibbon group was forrnec 


after Grand Island residents anc 
the Hall County Board expressed 
opposition 


Raimondi, who is from Maine 


said he first learned about the 
Gibbon movement in a Boston 
newspaper He said the Sunda; 
Herald "ran a UPI short storj 
and I had heard nothing abou 
the story" prior to that 


"It was really quite a shock' 


at first, he said Then, Raimondi 
said, shock turned to surprise ai 
knowing "there are fans out 
there that understand" the im- 
portance of the work both from 
an art standpoint and as a tourisl 
attraction 


The county board initially 


decided to block the building oi 
the sculpture by refusing to issue 
a building permit The attorney 
general's office said the action

Grand Island (U PI) - The 
creator of Erma's Desire, one of 
a series of sculptures included in 
an interstate bicentennial sculp­ 
ture garden, said Monday he 
doesn’t foresee the demise of the 
project.
